Friends of President CooHtige have

hou«ea of Congress a veto may 
be 


said to be doubtful. 


Tbe -writer erroneously 
stated a 


few days ago tbat the HorreU-Bark- 
ley plan -would eliminate the repre- 
sentatives of the public and 
leave 


railway dispute* to be decided by tbe 
interested partiee. The trutii is the 
representatives of the employers and 
en^ployea Trill alone constitute the 
membership of the fou-r national ad- 
justment boards •which, arc to settle 
grievances and conflicts ot interpre- 
tations on rules. But the principal 
body, to be known as tha Board of 
Mediation and Conciliation, will con- 
sist at five members, all 
of whom 


will represent the public. This is di- 
rectly In line -^-ith tho recommenda- 
tion ot the late President 
Harding. 


For, at present, the Railroad Labor 
Board consists erf three re-prascata- 
tJv&g of the railways, Ebree of labor. 
and three of the public. This means 
:hat three men, representing the pub- 
lic, usually have the deciding vote as 
almost Javarialbly the parties at In- 
terest influence th6 votes 
ot their 


representatives. To cure this weak- 
ness, the representatives of the em- 
ployers and employes will appear be- 
fore the Board of Mediation ae advo- 
cates and pleaders for their respec- 
tive catcaes and the judgment -will be 
rendere^ by five impartial judges.

wards are not to assume jurisdiction 
over disputes unless the employers 
or employes make application.
